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HUNGRY BERLINERS SHOW SPUNK 
IN RESISTING RED SUGAR BAIT 


There is an old saying about catching more flies with 
sugar than with vinegar. The Russians in Berlin are taking it 
literally. They have used one of the cheapest ond most serious 
bribes on record in their latest effort to squeeze their three 
former allies out of the German capital. 


A half pound of sugar, absolutely free, goes to those Ber- 
liners who change their food registration from the western to 
the Soviet zone. It is suspected that the Soviet authorities may 
then try to bar all Germans from their part of the city who do 
not hold east-sector food cards. This could mean that the 150,- 
000 or more who live in west Berlin and work in the east part 
would be kept from their jobs, thus increasing 
the general 
turmoil. 


Western authorities acknowledge that 60,000 Berliners 
hove already changed their food registration. In exchange they 
get not only a handful of sugar, but fresh meat and new pota- 
toes. They can't get these from their airlift rations, though 
they get an equal amount of calories in their daily diet. 


They also get, with the sugar, the first pinch of Commun- 
st dictatorship. Job purges and other discriminations against 
non-Communists have started, and it is feared they will go on. 
They get, too, the prospect of widening Communist influence 
in their city's life, with all that that implies. They are gambling 
their birthright for a mess of pottage, and their liberty for a 
Ittle added sweetening in their ersatz coffee. 


How can it be worth it, even to people who obediently fol- 
lowed the dictatorship of Hitler? To answer that one would 
- probably have to know what it is like to live for months on a 
.drab diet of mealy potatoes and canned meat and powdered 
eggs and other monotonous foods whose only virtue is that they 
keep body and soul together. 


The western Berliners know they have the Russian block- 
ade to thank for this unappetizing fare. They know, or at least 
the more intelligent do, that by accepting the Russians' petty 
bribes they are risking the loss of their individual freedom and 
self-government. 


But a random selection of thousands from any big city 
^doesn't contain too many who are willing to risk privation or 
even discomfort for the sake of their ideals. 


The surprising thing is that more Berliners have not suc- 
cumbed. There are about 2,000,000 people in the American, 
British and French distgcts of Berlin. If is encouraging that no 
more than 60,000, or even 100,000, have been lured by the 
Russian sugar bait. A n d not only have the majority in this sec- 
. tion stayed put, but there have been many from the east who 
have escaped to austerity and greater freedom. Even members 
of the "people's police" are deserting to the west in numbers 
--that reportedly are causing concern among 
German

Farm Bureau Members 
Hear Annual Reports; 
Plan Program For 49 


"Organized agriculture is showing rapid growth, partic- 
ularly in the western states, and *hat growth is due greatly to 
the experiences learned in Morgan county and in the state of 
Illinois," declared David Reynolds, former Morgan county 
Farm Bureau organization director and now A.F.B.F, organiza- 
tion director for western states. 


Mr. Reynolds was a guest speaker Tuesday morning ot 
the Farm Bureau annual meeting held at I.O.O.F. Temple on 
East State street 
"Organized agriculture in the west 
is about 15 to 20 years behinci Illi- 
nois. Your pioneer endeavors are 
now greatly 
benefitting 
farmers 
everywhere," Reynolds said. Mem- 
bership gains in the west totalled 
18% last year, he reported, as com 
pared to 1.4% in midwestern states. 


President Chester A. Thomason 
presided at the morning session. In 
his annual report he told of thr ac- 
tivities of the Farm 3urean board 
and its work with allied organizati 
ons He observed that the debt of the 
Fcrm Bureau building had been re- 
duced nearly $3,000 during the past 
year. Total indebtedness now stands 
at $15,881. 


Farm Adviser E. H. Garlich re- 
viewed the educational work spon- 
sored by the Farm Bureau. 


"The Farm Bureau was set up or 
iginally to provide an organization 
through which the farm adviser 
could work in carrying out an educa- 
tional program in agriculture. 


Years See Changes 


"In the beginning most of the em- 
phasis was on improved methods of 
production. But r.s the program grew 
other problems presented themselves 
until the education program came to 
include production, conservation, 4- 
H club work, agricultural engineer- 
ing, 
rural 
electrification, 
Rural 
ifouth work, community unit meet- 
ings. urban-rural relationships, mar 
keting, purchasing, and many others 
Bui the farm adviser's jnb, then and 
now, was an educational one. It's his 
io» to help farm people help them- 
selves," read a section of his report. 


Work outlined for next year in- 
cludes more 4-H club work, more 
soil testing, more record books, in- 
sect and weed control. 


Organization Director Rolla J. Ash 
announced that Farm Bureau mem- 
bership now totals 1,654. He discuss- 
ed the growth of the locker com- 
pany, which will open for operation 
suon.

High Court Asked 
To Rule On UJS. 
Oil Jurisdiction 


Washington, Dec. 21 — f/Pi — In a 
move involving millions of dollars in 
potential oil wealth, Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark asked the Supreme Court 
today to rule that the federal gov- 
ernment has jurisdiction over the 
tidelands off the coast of Texas and 
Louisiana. 


Only last April, the Navy and In- 
terior departments announced joint- j 
ly that new explorations indicate the 
existence of salt dome geological 
structures—similar to those which 
have proven flush oil producers in- 
land—in the Gulf of Mexico seaward 
from Saine Pass, Texas, to Grai 
Cheniere, La. 


Private oil companies have been 
bu^y exploring the shallow water 
areas closer to shore. 


Clark's move today was a new link 
in the government's continu'ng ac- 
tion to gain title to the Tide-lands, 
now claimed by the States. 
The 
fight has been long and bitter, in- 
volving congress, the courts, the 
executive branch of the federal gov- 
ernment, the states* legal depart- 
ments, and the oil companies. 


The Supreme Court ruled in June, 
1947, that the federal governmen< 
has a "paramount" interest in the 
marginal sea off the California 
coast.
